Prince Sultan hopes Egypt 
will return to Arab ranks 


Beirut, April 27 (Agencies) — 
Syrian President Hafez Assad has 
said the Lebanese army should 
attack Israeli-backed right-wing 
mili tias which control a strategic 
border belt in southern Lebanon. 

Assad* in an interview broad- 
cast by Damascus radio Friday, 
said that if Israel resisted such a 
move the world would know that 
the Jewish state had annexed the 
area. . 

' TbeUnited Nations Security 
Council Thursday called for fresh 
efforts to restore the Lebanese 
gcneameafs authority in the 
south. The area is tom by bitter 
dashes be t ween Palestinian com- 
mandos and their leftist allies and 
thcrnffitias backed by IsraeL 

- The emergency. Council meet- 
ing followed four days of Israeli 
naval and artillery bombardment 
of Patestiman refugee camps and 
rural villages in which an esti- 
mated 30 persons were killed and 
more than 100 wounded. 

Assad said: “The . Lebanese 
army has to go south in force. It 
can easily overpower the miKrias . 
If Israel intervenes the whole 
world will know the naked truth 
that Israel has annexed another, 
portion of A^temtory". . 

As an unofficial ceasefire 
appeared to be holding m the 
south^Che speaker o f the L eban- 


ese parliament urge d the U.N. 
peace force (UNIFIL) in the area 
either to take over the rightist 
strongholds or to go home. . 

Speaker Kamel Asaad told 
reporters: “It would be better if 
these forces withdraw If : It is 
proved that they are unable to 
cany out their duties.” 

The 6,000-strong force was 
deployed a year ago to supervise a 
withdrawal of Israeli invasion 
forces and help the government 
restore its authority in die south, 
but it has been firmly resisted by 
the right-wing militias. 

In a statement read out Thurs- 
day by Security Council President, 
Ok Algaard of Norway, the world 
body called for strict respect for 
the territorial integrity, unity, 
sovereignty and political indepen- 
dence of Lebanon within its inter- 
nationally recognized boundaries. 

Lebanon requested the council 
meeting following Secretary- 
Geoerai Kurt Waldheim’Sr.report 
last week on t he lim ited success of 
efforts by UNIFIL to achieve its 
objectives. 

No mention was made ; in the 
council of Israeli raids against 
Palestinian targets in Lebanon.

There was no indication that 
Kbomeinfs life was in danger 
despite the assassination of the 
former chief of the Islamic 
revolutionary forces Gen. 
Muhammad Vali Gharam last. 
Monday. It was followed hours 
later by an attempt on the life of 


Prime Minister Mehdi Bazargan. 

The provisional regime said the 
incidents have prompted 
authorities to tighten their sec- 
urity measures for top govern- 
ment officials. 

The 78-year-old Khomeini has 
been maintainin g a heavy work 
schedule and meeting with many 
of the groups who come to Qom, 
160 kilometers south of here, to 
pay homage to him since his return 
to Iran after 16 years in exile. 

State radio added that Kho- 
meini, in need of rest, decided to 
dose his offices and take a week 
off starting Saturday because of 
fatigue and overwork. 

Meanwhile, the Kurdish Demo- 
cratic Party (KDP), which says 
S00 people have been killed in 
week-long clashes in northwest 
Iran, said Friday it feared a fresh 
outbreak of violence in a key gar- 
rison town. 

Fighting in most of the region 
was reported to have died down 
Friday for the first time since the 
Kurdish and Turkish-speaking 
Azerbai jani commun ities started 
battling last Friday. 


The Iranian army, which inter- 
vened on behalf of the Azerbai- 
janis earlier this week, is pushing 
heavily- armed Kurdish guerrillas 
back towards the border with Iraq. 
It is apparently aiming to recap- 
ture some of tiie military strong- 
points which fell under Kurdish 
control in last February’s revolu- 
tion. 

One of the garrison towns is 
Piranshahr, where the KDP, main 
political organization of Iran’ s 3.5 
million Kinds, said it feared fresh 
clashes. 

A KDP spokesman in 
Mahabad, capital of a short-lived 
independent Kurdish republic 
after World War II, said most of 
the Kurdish population of Kras-' 
shahr had fled because of die 
feared violence. 

The spokesman accused the 
central government in Tehran of* 
doing nothing to prevent the con- 
flict spreading to Pi ranshahr . 


CAIRO, April 27 (Agencies) • 
— Egyptian Defense Minister 
Lt.-Gen. Kamal Hassan Ali 
appealed to the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization (PLO) and 
Israel Friday to stop fighting and 
create a better atmosphe r e for 
talks on Palestinian autonomy. 

Gen. Ali was speaking at a press 
conference after a 30-minute final 
round of talks with Israeli Defense 
Minister Ezer Weizman. 

“ I hope these attacks on north 
Israel and subsequently the Israeli 
retaliations will stop, thus paving 
the way for a better atmosphere 
for the future ne g^tiarinnK on the 
Palestinian autonomy , ” he said. 

Asked if such attacks would 
affect the Egyptian-Israeli auton- 
omy talks due to start w ithin one 
month, Gen. Ali said: “ No. It will 
not affect the negotiations. But I 
think through some arrangements 
these attacks will stop. He (fid 
not elaborate. Gen. Ali, asked 
whether Egypt would contact the 
PLO to try to stop the attacks, 
said : “ Not for th e time-being. ” 
Weizman sitting at his side said: 
“ Unfortunately we are at war 
with the PLO. It is a different kind 
of war because we retaliate when 
something happens to us. TUI now 
I just cannot see the termination 
of hostilities from the other ride. ** 
Gen. Ali said Israels decision to 
set up more settlements on the 
West Bank would not help speed 
up the peace process and would 
make the forthcoming talks dif- 
ficult. 

Weizman, asked lu comment,

Weizman said that President 
Anwar Sadat and Israeli Premier 
Menaham Begin would study a 
suggestion by Romanian Presi- 
dent Nicolae Ceausescn that there 
should be a peace conference in 
Geneva with the participation of

“ President Sadat told me he is 
discussing it I am sure Mr. Begin 
will also study it,” he said. 

Ceausescn, who made the sug- 
gestion after brief talks with Pres- 
ident Sadat in IsmaOia on Wed- 
nesday, apparently bad in mind 
the reconvening of the Geneva 
Middle East peace conference. 

The conference, co-chaired by 
tiie U.S. and the Soviet Union, 
met briefly in December 1973. 
Syria refused to attend but has 
since said the conference is the 
proper forum for an overall set- 
tlement and has bitterly attacked 
Sadat’s peace treaty with Israel.

Dayan, who arrived here 
Thursday evening on three-day 
visit, said Israel and Egypt had dif- 
ficulties in reaching a peace 
accord. . . 

He claimed' Israel was taking a 
risk by pulling out of Sinai, but 
added “It is worthwhile in order to 
have peace whh a neighbor" . 

Dayan then asked other coun- 
tries in the Middle East to come 
forward for talks and negotiations 
on the basis of U.N. resolutions. 

Dayan said, “Let us sh down, 
negotiate for peace on the basis of 
Security Council Resolutions 242 
and 333 without any precondi- 
tions. As simple as that. This is the 
way we dealt with Egypt and this is 
foe only and proper way to do it" 

Dayan added. “I want to use 


this opportunity to ask you tp.be 
helpful . And when you are asked 
to express your views and play 
your role among the nonaligned 
countries not to be on our side but 
to be on foe side for peace." 

Dayan said, “I do not know if 
you a re aware of all foe problems 
and difficulties that both coun- 
tries, Egypt and ourselves, had 
and still have to go through in 
order to achieve foe treaty, to turn 
away from war and to establish 
peace and normal relationship*” 

He said, “President Sadat is 
convinced that the only way for all 
foe Arab countries ana, especially 
Egypt, is to stop that policy of 
wars. We had four wars in 30 years 
of fighting.” 


UNTIED NATIONS, April 27 
(Agencies) — The United Nations 
has announced foal the first meet- 
ing in two years between Greek 
and Turkish Cypriot leaders, 
aimed to promote a political set- 
tlement for Cyprus, would take 
place in Nicosia May 17-19. 

An announcement Thursday 
said U.N. Secretary- General Kurt 
Waldheim will attend the meeting 
between Cyprus* President Spyros 
Kyprianou, a Greek Cypriot, and 
Rauf Denktasb, Turkish Cypriot 
leader in Turkish- occupied north 
Cyprus. It wftL be foe first of its 
kind since Kyprianou s predeces- 
sor in the presidency. Archbishop 
Makarios, met whh Denktash 
some months before he died in the 
summer of 1977. 

The dates were set out in the 
announcement that a high U.N. 
official from Peru was about to 
travel to Cyprus to make 
arrangements for the meeting, 
which will mark the revival of 
intercom munal talks on Cyprus’ 
future. The announcement said : 

“ Mr. Javier Perez de CueHar, 
undersecretary-general for special 
political affairs, is planning to go 
to Cyprus on 30 April in prepara- 
tion for the high-level meeting 
which is expected to take place in 
Nicosia under the personal 
auspices of foe secretary-general 
from 17 to 19 May. 

** Mr. Perez de Cuellar also 
intends to visit Athens and Ank- 
ara.” 

The Greek and Turkish gov- 
ernments have been involved in 
encouraging the intercoramunai 
talks from time to time as friends 
and advisers of the Greek and 
Turkish Cypriots, respectively. 

In Washington meanwhile, Sec-

Brezhnev welcomes French president 


MOSCOW, April 27 (AP) — 
Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev 
has welcomed French President 
Giscaid dTEstaing and, said 
Soviet-French relations “serve as 
a sort of barometer of detente." 

. Giscard arrived Thursday for 
three days of summit talks with 
Brezhnev, who looked a bit pale 
and appeared to have difficulty 
walking as he shook hands with 
the French president at an airport 
ceremony. 

At a Kremlin dinner in Dis- 
cards honor, Brezhnev said that 
Soviet-French summits “usually 
bring good, weighty results” and 
said it is necessary for the two 
countries during these talks “to 

learn better each other's positions. 

to try to bring them closer 
together." 

In his speech, Brezhnev 


touched on China's recent inva- 
sion of Vietnam but surprisingly 
did not directly mention the coun- 
try s name and instead referred to 
it only as “a large power." 

“Not long ago, the world was 
subjected! to what can be 
described as a shock. A large 
power resorted to the use _ of 
weapons, invading a neighboring 
country and cynically declaring 
that it wishes to teach it a lesson. 
And though this venture has flop- 
ped, serious conclusions can be 
made from this," he said. 

Brezhnev, who in the past has 
rarely missed an opportunity to 
lash out at Peking s leadership 
directly, noted that the invasion 
had threatened to erupt into “A 
world war.” 

“ We are for restraint, for a bal- 
anced approach," he told the elite 


gathering. “We are also for firm 
resistence to aggression, should 
this be necessary. The Soviet 
Union upheld such a position in 
the period when the threat of a 
world war was growing. And we 
keep to this position today." 

When China sent its troops into 
Vietnam Feb. 17, the Soviet 
Union responded by supporting 
its Southeast Asian ally verbally 
and giving military aid, but with- 
out sending in troops of its own. 

Speaking in reply, Giscard told 
Brezhnev that “France appreci- 
ated the restraint chat was dis- 
played by the Soviet Union during 
the recent events in Southeast 
Asia.” 

The Frenchman added, “I 
know, Mr. Chairman, how far 
these fruits of detente are the 
result of personal activity and they

encourage us to go ahead along 
the road we have taken. The time 
has come, indeed, to pass on to a 
new stage." 


Blames Vietnam for war 

China rejects Hanoi peace proposal 


PEKING, April 27 (R) — 
China has rejected Vietnam’s sug- 
gestion that a demilitarized zone 
be established along their border 
and bitterly blamed Hanoi for 
their poor relations. 

As a basis for peace China 
Thursday proposed instead an 
eight-point plan to settle funda- 
mental differences. 

Chinese vice-foreign Minister 
Han Nianlong repeatedly accused 
Vietnam of lies and slanders and 
of provoking their month-long 
war when he addressed the second 
session of peace talks in the Viet- 
namese capital. 

Directly facing bis Vietnamese 
counterpart, Fhan Men, Han 
condemned Vietnam's behavror 
and reproached h for ingratitude. 

Vietnam, he said, had received 
more Chinese aid than any other 
country. New China News Agency 
reported. 

As the second round of talks 
began in Hanoi, Chinese vice- 
foreign Minister Zhong Xidong 
(Chung Hsi-tung) Thursday 
announced at a Peking press con- 
ference that China rejected 
Hanoi 1 s proposal for a demilitar- 
ized zone and a joint boundary 
commission. 

Zhong said the proposal, put 
forward by Vietnam at the first 
session of peace talks April 18, 
would be nothing but a fraud 
unless fundamental differences 


were solved first. 

» He drew attention to China's 
eight-point plan, presented by 
Han, which be said covered these 
fundamental points and consti- 
tuted a basic way to solve our 
disputes and restore norma] rela- 
tions. " 

He added that he did not think 
China's rejection of Vietnam's 
proposal doomed negotiations. 

Chinese troops invaded Viet- 
nam February 17 in what Peking 


said was a punitive attack. It 
announced its withdrawal one 
month later. 

China's eight-point plan called 
on both sides to respect the border 
laid down in treaties signed by 
China and France, then the con- 
trolling power in Vietnam, in the 
last century. 

The treaties should form the 
basis for future negotiations on 
the boundary but both sides 
should in the meantime observe 


the other* s jurisdiction over pock- 
ets held for many years, it said. 

Another point called for respect 
of each country 5 s 12-mile territor- 
ial limit at sea and asked Vietnam 
to reco gnize the Spratly and Para- 
cel Islands in the South China Sea 
as belonging to Peking.

Newsmen ’s bodies flown to Kenya 


NAIROBI, April 27 (AP) —

newsmen murdered by soldiers in 
Uganda before the overthrow of 
President Idi Amin have been 
flown here and taken to the local 
morgue. 

The bodies of two West Ger- 
mans, Wolfgang Steins of 
“ Stern “ magazine and Hans Bol- 
linger of the French picture 
agency “ Gamma, " have been 
positively identified. 

The other bodies are believed to 
be of Swedish newsman Karl 
Bergman of “ Svenska Dagb- 
ladet” and Arne Lemberg of 
“ Expresses " They were await- 
ing identification by experts 
scheduled to fly in from Sweden 


Friday. 

The bodies were received 
Thursday at an airport outride the 
chy limits by Swedish Ambas- 
sador to Kenya Mm. Cecilia Net- 
talbrandt and West German 
Charge (f Affaires Eberhard Nol- 
deke. The bodies are to be flown 
eventually to West Germany and 
Sweden. 

The journalists, who tried to 
enter Uganda by boat from 
Kenya, were apparently shot at a 
place called Kitoshi, on the shores 
of Lake Victoria in Uganda. 

Their bullet-riddled bodies 
were exhumed there and flown 
here. 

Meanwhile, Ugandan exiles and 
Tanzanian army units, who earlier 


this month toppled Amin's 
regime, were reported Thursday 
to be mounting a • two-pronged 
offensive that was moving toward 
Amin's homeland in the north- 
west of Uganda in an effort to 
wipe out the last resistance. 

Ugandan Justice Minister Dan 
Nabudere announced in Kampala 
Thursday that the provisional 
government of President Yusufu 
Lule, which has replaced Amin's 
military government, has. formally 
asked Kenya for the extradition of 
Amin’s former British advisor, 
“ Major” Bob Astles.

WASHINGTON, April 27 (R) 
— The U.S. Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission (NRC), deeply 
divided over whether to dose 
seven reactors similar to one 
which broke down and spewed 
radiation into the atmosphere last 
month, was to have debated the 
issue Friday for the third succes- 
sive day. 

A decision had been expected 
on Monday, after die NRC held a 
public bearing on a recommenda- 
tion by members of its staff that 
the seven Babcock and Wilcox (B 
and W) reactors be dosed down 
on the grounds of public safety. 

The reactor which broke down 
at Three Mile Island in Pennsyl- 
vania last month, forcing the 
evacuation Of pregnant women 
and young children from the sur- 
rounding area, was made by B and 
w. 

Companies which operate the 
reactors told NRC commissioners 
at the hearing that closing them 
down could precipitate an energy 
crisis and drastically increase 
power costs. 

The seven reactors are located 
in Florida, Arkansas, California, 
South Carolina and Ohio. 

Three of them are dosed for 
maintenance and safety checks. 
The four still operating indude 
three at a plant in South Carolina 
and one near the California state 
capital of Sacramento. 

NRC Chairman Joseph Hen- 
drie„ announcing Thursday that 
no decision had yet been taken, 
said commission members were 


discussing the question intensely. 

The NRCs director- of reactor 
regulation, Harold Denton, 
argued during the public bearing 
for an immediate closure of the 
plants for safety modifications to 
be carried out. 

But Hendrie said Thursday the 


commission needed time to cany 
oat such a closedown.

Ecuador’s military rule 
ends with Sunday’s vote 


QUITO, Ecuador. April 27 
(AP) — Ecuadorians will end 
their military dictatorship Sunday 
by electing a president and con- 
gress, becoming only tbe third 
country in South America to be 
ruled by a civilian democracy. 

Soldiers and statesmen 
throughout South America are 
presumably circling the date on 
their calendars and asking them- 
selves if a South American milit- 
ary dictatorship can transfer 
power to elected civilian leaders. 

There seems no turning back in 
Ecuador, an oil-producing coun- 
try on the Western bulge of the 
continent. The country, plagued 
with political instability in recent 
years, has been under military rule 
since February 1972. 

The new president and 69 
members of the national legisla- 
ture elected Sunday are to be 
inaugurated along with a new con- 
stitution on Aug. 10.

WASHINGTON, April 27 
(.AP) — President Jimmy Carter's 
proposed “windfall profits tax’' 
will net the federal government 
only about $ 1.5 billion of the 
more than $ 15 billion oil produc- 
ers are expected to get over the 
next three years under the presi- 
dent’s oil price decontrol plan, 
presidential advisers said Thurs- 
day*. 

Details of the oil profits tax, 
including previously undisclosed 
exemptions, were revealed at a 
White House briefing after Carter 


sent the proposal to Congress. 

Before details of his plan were 
made public. Carter said the tax 
“is the only thing that stands bet- 
ween the oil companies and a huge 
bonanza of unearned, unneces- 
sary and unjustified profits.” 

The administration has 
described the windfall tax as a 50 
percent tax on excess oil company 
profits, indicating the government 
would collect half the profit result- 
ing from Carter's decontrol of oil 
prices. 

But White House officials made 


dear Thursday that a substantial 
portion of decontrolled oil, such as 
ofl flowing through the Alaska 
pipeline, will not be subject to the 
tax. 

Also made dear was that oil 
companies will be able to deduct 
the proposed tax from their fed- 
eral income taxes. 

White House Domestic Policy 
Adviser Stuart Eizenstat said oil 
companies are expected to reap 
aboutS 15.4 billion over the next 
three years “directly from Decon- 
trol”

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COMMON GOALS 


Not too many years ago, the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries could look in vain for a friend in the 
industrialized North. But when the uproar died down again in 
1974, it became apparent in two countries — Norway and 
Britain — that OPECs pricing policies had made possible the 
North Sea oil boom. There was even a time when they worried 
that OPEC would lower prices, thus making their North Sea 
adventures too expensive to support 

Such fears disappeared long ago. Now it is the common 
practice of the North Sea producers to quietly raise their crude 
oil prices once OPEC — or, more specifically, the Arab mem- 
bers of OPEC — have incurred the North's wrath for price 
hikes, driving the industrialized world to the brink of some 
vague economic “ disaster" that never quite seems to 
materialize. Not many people seem to notice that North Sea 
oil somehow finds a price lever higher than the ones set by 
OPEC. 

Norway has been particularly coy about communicating 
with OPEC on oil matters, apparently preferring to enjoy its 
distance. It is an understandable policy, if a rather parochial 
one. 

Bjartmar Gjerde, Norway’s Petroleum and Energy Minis- 
ter, is now visiting Saudi Arabia after a stop in Kuwait, and it is 
a welcome tour he makes. Mr. Gjerde spoke of ofl pricing 
moderation, applauding the December OPEC meeting in 
Abu Dhabi as an example of rational handling of oil affairs. 
He is interested in technology cooperation in offshore produc- 
tion and exploration. 

There will be talk in the West of “ blue-eyed Arabs, ” which 
is silly, regarding the minister’s visit. What is really important 
about this visit is that it marks the realization of common goals 
between North and South. Norway appreciates the need for 
the rational use of world oil supplies, and this can best be 
accomplished when ofl producers come together for intellig- 
ent discussion. 

Equally important, Norway’s position as a developed coun- 
try which is also a major exporter of crude ofl enables it to 
grasp — with far more sympathy than some of its European 
neighbors — the need of other oil exporters for technology 
transfer, for industrialization, for the development of a sound 
economy by making the best use of the resources at band. 

Mr. Gjerde’ s visit is only a.beguming. It would be naive to 
think Norway wiD join OPEC in the foreseeable future, for ex- 
ample. But it is evidence of a cooperative spirit that has been 
sadly lacking in most quarters of the North, where the easy 
route of adversary demagoguery rises to the fore each time 
OPEC meets.

Palestinian purposes 
and need for initiative

WASHINGTON — 

Amongst all the disappoi n tments and frustrations and dangers of the 
Middle East and in spite of the many disasters of the past and the formidable 
barriers ahead, lam sore that we have a duty not to despair. 

We most look back enough to understand what went wrong and why, and 
what caused past failures, but we most surely save most of our dunking and 
our planning and all of our energy for the f u t u re. 

We may have a lot to be angry about and ashamed of, but we «h»n be 
compounding past mistakes and playing into the hands of those who deliber- 
ately delay if we waste time in accusation and denunciation. 

I trust that we can convince all who suffer present injustice and humilia- 
tion that onr duty is to be positive, to be confident, to be determined. 

That is why Iconstantly remind myself of the two headings Ihave given to 
this article and speak of the three positive purposes of the Palestinians and the 
need for independent initiative. 

After my last visit to the West Bank and Gaza earlier this year I wrote 
down in the simplest teems what the Palestinians had told me of their political 
purposes. In all the principal towns and in many villages too I beard the same 
main contentions. Of course there were some differences of emphasis and 
subject, but there was no disagreement in a general wide consensus. 

These are the three private purposes of the Palestinians: 

l Freedom in a country of their own. 

The Palestinians long for a country of their own in whidh they can freely 
elect their own leaders and take their own decisions and settle their own 
future 

EL Self government 

The Palestinians demand the right of self- determination in their own 

country free from confiscation of their lands and water, and free from alien 
colonization of their territory. 

HL Jerusalem: Agateway to peace. 

*n« PaWrfmare are deter mine d tn re g ain their own East Jerusalem with 
the Holy CSty not divided in the forme by domination and barriers, but united 
in equal freedom, a gateway to lasting peace. 

These are the positive pu rpos e s in which Palestinians are united — they 
want their own country, their own government, their own capital. 

Wbo can say that these aims are unreasonable? What people anywhere in 
the world would be content with less? 

So my simple, straight- forward contention is that every endeavor should 
be made to teO the whole wodd what die Palestinians wanL 

I can the reply of many Palestinians and many others in the 

world. They might well say: 

“Yes. Of course. What you are saying is obvious. Of course the Palesti- 
nians want their own country, their own government, their own capital. 
Obviously so. Why waste time stating what is perfectly plain? 

But I say to them that the world does not grasp and does not yet accept 
these truths. Particularly In America, and to some extent in Europe too, the 
Palestinians are represented as rejections, as negative, as mere terrorists. It is 
of the utmost importance, I beg them to believe, to be positive not negative. 
They most make it plain that it is not the Palestinians who reject peace. The 
Palestinians desire peace more than anyone, but what they want is a positive 
peace, a peace in which they can be fine from military domination and 
arbitrary arrest and forced d i sp e rs a l, a peace in which they can live in self 
respect as free men. 

This is the cause, the noble cause, which most and can increasingly win 
world understanding and ap pro v al and support. 

What win be the purpose of this new presentation of an honorable cause? 
Not merely to gam sympathy — it is not just an exercise in what the United 
States government recently referred to as “peaceful sclf-expresstoa” (an 
iusuliing to true self-determination). The new presentation must invite not 
only understanding but action too-nrgent action to prevent a perpetration of 
the decade of dreadful delay. 

Here let me turn to state a general p r o positi on. In international affairs 
where there is a deadlock h is often useless, or even dangerously provocative 
to put the two sides to face each other. Ganfrontation may harden diff erences 
and increase animosity. Mr. Ian Smith of Rhodesia is not likely to emerge in 
agreement from a closed meeting with. Mr. Mugabe. Nor can President 
Kyprianou be expected to reach a sadden accord with Mr. Denktash in 
Cyprus. Nor can we anticipate that proximity would unite Mr. Begin and Dr. 
Habash in ready compromise. 

So often in my long experience of international disputes a settlement has 
emerged not from direct negotiations between the parties to the dispute but 
from hard persistent work by an independent authority, with the independent 
authorities eventually putting forward a plan which neither side would have 
proposed but which both can finally accept. 

That is the doctrine of the independent initiative. 

Audit is an independent initiative we need nowin the Middle East, just 
as it was an independent initiative that led to a unanim ous agreement in 
Resolution 242. Neither the United States nor the Soviet Union could have 
proposed that resolution but both in die end could accept it. 

Now I go back to whatl was saying about the positive purposes of the 
Palestinians. A new and positive statement of their purposes could rally world 
opinion and dear the way for a new independent international initiative. 

Where should such an initiative be taken? 

Preferably at the United Nations where all those involved (including the 
PLO) are represented. And a great deal of quiet, hard, persistent work would 
be required in conclusion with all concerned before an acceptable plan could 
emerge. 

Who could take the initiative? 

Possibly the European Community which has recently reaffirmed its 
policy on the Middle East in an agreed statement 

What should be the substance of the new international initiative? The 
purpose would be not to amend Resolution 242 but to add to it, to add to it by 
providing for a plan of implementation, the plan to include a timetable for 
Israeli withdrawal and provision for a two-year U.N. trusteeshipof the West 
Bank, Gaza and East Jerusalem during which a constitution would be drawn 
up and elections take place, with a time-table Leading up to a Geneva confer- 
ence to sign the final Peace Treaty. 

But m order to get an effective independent in tematio n ai i nit iative— this 
is my strong conviction-it is first of all essential that the Palestinians should . 
take public and positive action to make it clear that it is not they who are the 
selectionists, as partisan propoganda pretends. They, the Palestinians, more 
than anyone, need and crave for peace. They should be declared and recog- 
nized as the ch amp ion s of peace and freedom. 

It was Ben Gurion who said: 

“Peace is more important than real estate. A settlement the Arabs wQl 
not reluctantly agree to live with, bmvrifl enthusiastically welcome from their 
hearts as essential for our common future — that is out only true security.” 

I do not tire from saying that Israel must be secure, and the Palestinians 
most be free. Both are attainable. But not one without the other. 

I do not need to emphasize that following Camp David the dangers for 
the Palestinian- cause are greater than ever. The prize of self-determination 
seems more remote. So in the next critical stage in the Middle East the 
Palestinians should not be the last but the first to make their positive purposes 
known in the cause of freedom and a lasting peace. 
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Balkan states seek regional cooperation

ATHENS - 

The official visit to Greece Sunday by Bulgarian head of state 
Todor Zhivkov may well determine the fete of a four-year effort to 
establish a cooperative machinery among the Balkan states of diverse 
ideologies. 

The Greeks are hoping to dissuade the Bulgarian objections — 
which Western European diplomats say are Soviet-inspired — to the 
effort to bring together members of the North Atlantic Treaty Organ- 
ization and of the Warsaw Pact in the Balkans along with nonaligned 
Yugoslavia. 

The diplomats contend that Moscow fears losing “control" over 
its allies’ foreign policy activities. 

Authoritative Greek Foreign Ministry sources say that if Bul- 
garia continues its objections, the four other interested countries will 
probably drop the project. 

The current hope is for a second Balkan conference of multilat- 
eral technical and economic cooperation to take place, following the 
first one held in Athens in 1976 after the idea was first launched by 
Greek Premier Constantine Ca ram a n hs. 

Participants in that conference were NATO members Greece 
and Turkey, Warsaw Pact allies Romania and Bulgaria, and 
nonaliged Yugoslavia. The sixth Balkan state Albania, declined to 
participate. 

Caramanlis said last month that he would know if a second 
Balkan conference would be possible after Zhivkov’ s visit. 

The Greek sources said that at the 5m conference 1 SS propos- 
als were submitted, 27 of them Bulgarian, for multilateral coopera- 
tion in such specific areas as road transport, joint exploitation of 
rivers for hydroelectric power, industrial pollution and joint promo- 
tion of Balkan tourism. 

The agreement was for aO countries to select and submit the best 
and most feasible projects among them. All countries have done so. 


the sources said, except Bulgaria. Turkey additionally requested to 
host the second conference. Bulgaria said ft supported only bilateral 
cooperation, and that it considered mutilateral projects presently 
unfeasible. 

“If Bulgaria continues objecting to multilateral cooperation 
then we other countries will not proceed without it,” the sources said, 
adding: “ We definitely want to avoid the impression of ganging up on 
anybody, since the idea is one of cooperation on mutually profitable 
projects and not a political alliance." 

They also denied that a political formation was an ultimate aim. 
“To imagine that a political organization could evolve from the 
mosaic existing in the Balkans would be unrealistic," said one offi- 
cial. •* Multilateral rehniral cooperation would significantly improve 
the climate in the area, in the spirit of the Helsinki Agreement, and 
this may be its only political significance." 

The sources also categorically denied reports that Premier 
raramanlk* trips to Romania and Yugoslavia last month had been 
for the purpose of creating a pact between the three countries. But 
these two countries reiterated their support for multilateral coopera- 
tion, the sources added. 

They said the Balkan movement could be compared to the 
“ Nordic Councfl” among the Scandinavian countries, but without its 
political activities. 

Western diplomats said there was little indication that Bulgarian 
objections would be lifted by the time of Zhivkov’s Sunday visit, the 
second in the last four years. 

Two years ago, the diplomats added, Czechoslovakia and Hun- 
gary expressed interest in participation apparently to increase foe 
Warsaw Pact’s presence in die proposed machinery. This was 
rejected however on the ground that these countries were not Bal- 
kan. 

The diplomats die said United States favored the Balkan mid- 
tflateral effort, but avoided any involvement. This was also con- 
firmed by Greek sources. (AP) 


Getting at the root of inflation

WASHINGTON - 

“ Political gimmickry" is the sneerful name President Carter has 
attached to the call for a constitutional convention to debate an 
amendment requiring the balanced budget. As a means for ending 
inflation, the amendment is flawed and problematic; but it is an idea 
with bi-partisan support, as well as opposition, backed primarily by 
those who aren't running for public office, and it is close to grotesque 
for this president to say such thing about any responsible anti- 
inflation suggestions. 

In place of the balanced budget amendment what does Mr. 
Carter propose to do about the now routine announcements that last 
month’s price performance is once again an economic and social 
tragedy? More bird watchers will be hired to sk in the leafy jungles of 
commerce to “ monitor" — oh detestable word — price rises. What 
do these economic Peeping Toms do after spying someone violating 
the administration's laughable and laughed at wage-price guidelines? 
Why they take wing and report the transgression to whoever happens 
to te this week's anti-inflation czar who, in due course, calls a press 
conference to say tsk, tsk. 

To the president's mind, this procedure isn't gimmickry and 
maybe he’s right. As a plausible tool to achieve economic policy it 
ranks below gimmickry. A political gimmick, after all, is some trick 
which has a fighting chance of misleading people into thinking some- 
thing is being done when it isn’t. In the ad ministration's effort against 
inflation, the only one in danger of being taken in is the president 
himself. 

Take this line passed out to a serious minded businesswoman in 
Dallas the other day: 

‘Tm doing ail I can as head of our government to control 
inflation. You need to do all you can within tbe area of your own 
influence. But if your own prices and charges go up more than our 
guidelines, you will have directly contributed to inflation and have 
hurt your own country, and if s -a responsibility that each of us ought 


to accept. I certainly accept my share of the responsibility as ffesi- 
dent. I hape you 11 do the same... only by assessing ft as a partnership 
and not trying to find a scapegoat can we possibly succeed." ; 

The last rustic non- sequituraside. this piece of civic piety treats 
economics as a Sunday .school lesson. Inflation is a sm # sins 
are committed by wrong-headed people; ergo get right and we'll all 
have a sound dollar. 

Before he was president, Mr. Carter was a businessman and as 
such he knows that only the very largest firms, those enjoying a 
quasi- monopoly position, have much leeway in price determination. 
Most of us who work for somebody else don't have any determina- 
tion over what we get paid. Very few of us belong to unions and 
almost none of us have significant bargaining power, so to tell us we 
have a “responsibility” for inflation is to come close to ridiculing ns 
for our impotence. No matter wbat problems Jerry Ford encountered 
climbing up and down stairs or with kids, he left office havind broken 
the back of inflation. 

The notion of inflation as sin may or may not be good theology 
— others will have to pronounce on that — but it flies in the face of 
everyone's economics. Nobody, be it Karl Marx, Adam Smith, John 
Stuart Mill, Lord Keynes or Milton Friedman, absolutely nobody 
who has studied the tangled and difficult economics of the advanced 
nations has been daft enough to discover inflation is the result of 
moral dereliction of duty. Tbe idea of such concepts as the law of 
supply and demand is that there are impersonal forces at work in the 
economy, that what happens, good or bad, is owing to the operation 
of a syrtem. 

Carter knows that. Why else does he say that prioe controls 
won't work? Because price levels aren't determined by individuals' 
good will and virtue. If inflation Is in actuality something caused by 
anti-social behavior which can be legislated against, like bank rob- 
bery or civil fraud, then by all means let's have price controls. 

Any constitutional convention to consider a balanced bu dge t 
amendment would inevitably turn into a national debate on how to 
arrest inflation.! KFS)

The complex game of strategy 
brings all sorts of factors into con- 
sideration, including the size of 
armies, economic strength, ter- 
rain, morale and weapons of each 
of the countries involved. Because 
of the complexity, the games can 
take months to complete. 

Some of the games are played 
on large maps, up to 1.5 by 2 met- 
ers, on which cardboard markers 
are placed, delineating where the 
armies, navies and supply centers 
are located. 

Stffi others feature miniature 
artillery and weapons figures that 
correspond in ratio to the actual 
numbers of the historic army or 
navy. - 

Some players liken war games 
to sophisticated refinements of 
p>m*i! in which one 

player 7 s success depends in part on 

the moves of another. 

“ Have you ever played Mono- 
poly? Then you’ve played a war 
game,” one gamer said. “ And 
chess is two-player war-game. ” 

“ If s just like chess, only more 
realistic, ” another said. 

Try as one might, however, if s 
Hiffiriiit to imagine just sitting 
down «wd playing a war game. 
Generally, it takes more than a 
fair amount of time, money and 
research before a gamer is 
hooked. 

Among the booked ones are the 
50 members of “ The Armchair 


Strategists, ” which gathers every 
Saturday night at California State 
University Fullerton for a good 12 
hours of war gaming. 

There, the gamers — mostly 
male — can be found crouched 
over maps and boards, plotting 
their next move or anticipating the 
move of a counterpart. 

But these are not the dyed-in- 
the-wool militarists that the name 
“ war games" would imply. 
Instead, they say, they are mostly 
pacifists who believe that if wars 
are to be fought, countries could 
do well by following their example 
and fighting with paper markers 
and metal figures instead of peo- 
ple. 

Most of the players, Jim Powell 
said, are well versed hi history, 
tactics and political science and 
have some interest in the most 
popular war gaming periods — 
World War II and Napoleon’s era. 

“ There’s nothing more com- 
petitive or difficult than war,” 
said Powell, a geography major at 
California State Polytechnic Uni- 
versity Pomona. “ If s a horrible 
thing when you’re near it — But an 
interesting thong when far away. ’’ 
The appeal, war garnets say, 
ranges from the mental challenge 
of plotting the demise of Germany 
or Russia — or the United States 
— to accomplishing more than the 
actual armies did. 

Many times, war gamers have 
found, the results they achieve in 
their scientific simulations are just 
the opposite of the historical out- 


come. 

“ Every time we replay the bat- 
tle of Midway, the United States 
gets demolished," Powell said. 
“ We just lucked out (in the real 
battle). ” 

War gaming figures, such as 
artillerymen, cavalry and tanks. 


in biblical times and until the 
1800s were” the joy of the gener-

“ They’d get out their minia- 
tures and plan their strategy, ” he 
said.

Kirk Robinson, one of the first 
members of The Armchair 
Strategists, said war games began

Basically, the fantasy games, such 
as “ Dungeons and Dragons,” 
offer a frce-fonn game in which 
victory is not gained through com- 
bat but through the attainment of 
a high personality level by charac- 
ters. , . 

Larry Mahan, a 22-year-old 
fantasy gamer, said 11 D and D 
a pppgfc to him because it requires 
more imagination.

D" in 1971, after be noticed a 

friend enjoying the S ame \_T, 
asked about it, and I was quickly 

addicted.” 

“Addicted” and “hooked” 
are words one hears over and over 
from war gamers trying to 
describe their attitudes toward the 
games. They talk of gamers who 
will only play one country, the one 

te which they’ve become attached. 

They talk of those who throw tan- 
trums in defeat; those who “ take 
it as a crushing blow” when 
Napoleon loses. 

But one recent Saturday nigh t, 
tempers remained cool on the 
thud floor of Landsdorf Hall on 
the Fullerton campus. 

In one room, spread across two 
conference tables, lay “ Opera- 
tion Crusader, ” a game highlight- 
ing the British Army's World War 
n offensive against RommeFs 


Afrika Kotps. 

In another, gamers used 
Christmas garlands to form 
wooded areas and rivers on the 
conference-room floor, across 
which snaked miniature tanks rep- 
resenting the Russians. 

Across the hall, in the most 
crowded room, sat hundreds of 
24-millimeter foot soldiers and 
mobnted horsemen, readying for 
the next battle of the Napoleonic 
war. 

Seventeen-year-old Dan Deyo, 
who introduced himself as King 
George of England, said the gam- 
ers planned to take the armies 
from the year 1805 to the present, 
baffle by battle. 

Preparations and research for 
this stage of history, Deyo said, 
had taken six months. In addition 
to the time needed for historical 
research, the gamers had been 
hampered when the Prussian 
player “ gave his figures to some- 
one else, ” Deyo said. 

Deyo, who became involved in 
war-gaming about three months 
ago, said he has so fax spent$400 
in games and figures to outfit his 
English army. 

For most, says .war gamer Don 
Hubbard, watching Napoleon’s 
army charge the English, the bat- 
tle means a lot of time, and a lot of 
money, “ but more enjoyment. ”

U.S. begins checking on foreign students 


FOREIGN STUDENTS IN THE UNITED STATES

WASHINGTON — The US. 
■n mig ration and Naturalizatioa 
ervioe (INS) 'has begun making 
pot checks on the 244,000 fore- 
pi students in the United States 
3 find those who are no longer 
mdying and send them home. 

Of the foreign students here, 
tie INS says 23,137 are Arabs, 
taking them the second largest 
ronp of foreign students after 
ranians. About one third of the 


Arab students are horn Saudi 
Arabia alone. 

The crackdown on illegal stu- 
dents has been ordered by Leon J. 
Castillo, INS Commissioner, who 
has been feeling President Car- 
tel's ire since January when Ira- 
nian students stormed the Beverly 
Hills, California home of the 
Shah’s sister and mother. 

Following the riot, the Presi- 
dent directed U.S. Attorney Gen- 
eral Griffin Bell, who has jurisdic- 
tion over INS, to make a random 
check of foreign students on the 


Los Angeles area. Subsequently, 
INS learned that 22 per cent of the 
500 students checked were no 
longer studying full-time, the 
requirement for a person to hold a 
student visa. 

“There’s no doubt there are an 
awful lot of students violating 
status," one INS field office direc- 
tor said. “The result of this direc- 
tive will be more action being 
taken against foreign students." 

INS will be checking one per 
cent of the foreign students in its 
visa files each month. In addition

to the spot checks, INS field offic- 
ers will also visit at least one uni- 
versity in each field office area to 
check the school records to learn 
who are actually students. 

“We won’t act against a ‘ techni- 
car violator." INS spokesman 
Janet Graham said. Such a person 
might be a student taking less than 
a full load of studies because of 
illness or a person who has let his 
visa expire inadvertently. 

The INS, Graham said, will be 
looking for the person who has 
knowingly overstayed his visa 
limits or may be working without 


permission from INS. A foreign 
student may not work even part- 
time without INS perrnisaon. 

Before initiating formal depor- 
tation proceedings against offen- 
ders, INS interviews the students 
and, if it finds them guilty, allows 
them to leave voluntarily. 

In the fiscal year 1977, the 
number of students who were 
deported was 319, not including 
those who left voluntarily.

WASHINGTON — An American organiza- 
ion that believes a highly developed technological 
avffization flourished on Earth thousands of years 
ago, now plans to test its theory through study of the 
mlossai stoneworks of ancient Egypt. 

The Chicago-based Ancient Astronaut Sod- 
sty, a group set up in-1973 to investigate the con- 
troversial theories of Swiss writer Erich von 
Dani k e n, plans an expedition to Egypt June 15 to 
study such sites as the pyramid complex at Giza and 
the Temple of Karnak near Luxor. 

The sodety bas already studied andent ruins in 
Latin America — in Peru, Bolivia, Guatemala, 
Honduras and the Yucatan of Mexico. Members of 
the group will compare the sodeiys Latin Ameri- 
can findings with those made in Egypt. 

Their objective is to determine whether “the 
Pharaohs of Egypt, the Incas of Peru and Mayan 
rulers of Yucatan and Central America communi- 
catedwith each other 5,000 years ago," the society 


The group belieye? that world-wide commerce 
was commonplace in ancient times — a view not 
shared by most professional archeologists. 

In his best-selling book “Chariots of the 
Gods?", Von Daniken suggested that the architec- 
tural wonders of the ancient world — including the 
Pyramids of Egypt — were built by a technology 
advanced global civilization whose knowledge and 
s kills were brought to Earth by “astronauts” from 
another planet. 

The Andent Astranout Society — which has so 
far held five world conferences attracting Von 
Daniken enthusiasts from around the world — is a 
“non-profit, scientific, litrary and educational 
organization" dedicated to gathering evidence to 
support the Swiss author's theories. 

The society's Egypt expedition will include vis- 
its to the Great Pyramid, the Sphinx, Luxor, Kar- 
nak, the Valley of the Kings, and a four-day Nile 
cruise to Aswan and the temples of Abu Simbel. 

The group plans to pass through England on its 
way back to the United States for a visit to 
Stonehenge and other reegalithic sites.

In Tokyo, where trading ends before it begins in Europe, 
the dollar finished the day at 219.15 yen, more than a yen above 
217.775 closing. The dollar had slipped hi Tokyo on Thursday 
because of an expected higher consumer price index in the United 
States, but recovered after Japan announced a 1 2. percent increase 
in its price index, hi gh er than the U.S. one percent. The dollar was 
easier against the British pound, which cost $2.0485 dollars in early 
trading compared with $2.0425 at the dose Thursday.

Chrysler chief denies rumors 
of cutting ties with Mitsubishi

TOKYO, April 27 (AP) — 
Chrysler Corp. President Lee 
lacocca Friday said contrary to 
news reports his company will 
continue to act as the U.S. dis- 
tributor for Mitsubishi Motors. 

Japanese press reports have 
indicated Mitsubishi suffered a 
decline in sales in the United 
States market because Chrys lei's 
own new line of smaller fuel- 
efficient cars compete with the 
Mitsubishi models in Chrysler 
showrooms. 


lacocca said in Tokyo, “ Our. 
products are complimentary. ” 
Iacoca said, “ Maybe in 1981 or 
1982 we will review our distribu- 
tion arrangements but for the time 
being they are adequate. ” 
Reports had earlier indicated 
Mitsubishi might go ahead and set 
up its own distribution network in 
the United States possibly with 
Chrysler cooperation. Chrysler 
has a 15 percent share in Mit- 
subishi Motors.

U.S. 1980 budget to give 
boost to defense spending 


WASHINGTON, April 27 
(AP) — The U.S. Senate has 
approved a 1980 budget that 
allows military spending to rise 
but requires reductions in many 
social programs. 

The higher spending level for 
defense would allow President 
Jimmy Carter to keep his com- 
mitment to European allies that 
the United States will increase 
spending for defense “ in the reg- 
ion of 3 per cent " a year. 

But that commitment, coupled 
with public pressure to fight infla- 
tion by reducing the federal 
deficit, would force numerous 
social programs to hold spending 
to this year's levels. After inflation 
of prices is considered, that would 
result in effective reduction of 
money available for those prog- 
rams. 

The Senate approved its version 
of a 1980 budget on a 64-20 vote 


early Thursday. The Legislation 
would limit spending in fiscal 1 980 
— the 12 months beginning next 
Oct. 1 — to $ 532.6 billion and 
leave a deficit of $ 29 billion. 

By comparison, the Congres- 
sional Budget Office estimates 
Carter's budget would allow 
spending of S 5393 bfllioa and a$ 
40.6 bfllioa deficit. 

Spending this year is expected 
to totals 493.8 trillion and lent a 
deficit of $ 36.6 billion. Most of 
the $ 38.8 billion increase from 
1979 to 1980 would offset infla- 
tion, allowing few new federal 
programs and — except for 
defense — few increases in current 
programs. 

The House of Representatives 
will take action next week on its 
own version of a 1980 budget 
which would allow less for 
defense, more for social programs 
and more overall spending than 
would the Senate.

Earlier Friday, African nations 
demanded an urgent meeting of 
the council to debate the Rhodes- 
ian elections. 

The call came in a one-sentence 
note from Francois Sangaret of 
the Ivory Coast, Africa group 
chairman, to council president Ole 
Algaard. 

He said only that the council 
should consider “recent develop- 
ments in Southern Rhodesia ” but 
the African stales are understood 
to want a pledge that economic 
sanctions against Rhodesia will be 
continued. 

They are also believed to want 
the council to reaffirm a declara- 
tion that the majority rule elec- 
tions are null and void. 

The move surprised some 
observers, coming so soon after 
the elections with the emergence 
of Bishop Abel Muzorewa as 
Rhodesia’s first black prime 
minister. 

Black Africa had been thought 
more likely to wait until Rhodesia 
completes the constitutional pro- 
cess at the end of May before mak- 
ing a move. 

The reason could be black Afri- 
can concern over mounting pres- 
sure in Britain and the United 
States to call off the 13-year-old 
economic blockade of the 
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breakaway British colony, some 
sources said.
